There Is, unfortunately, more extremism 
• In anticipation of what the court will do 
than is Justifiable in fact. On the cooser* 
vat Iv* side there Is expectation of a series 
of adverse rulings which would upset the 
Roosevelt ad m in stratio n a 
policies 
end 
pave th* way for a clash between etrlct 
constitutionalists and revisionists, as exem ­ 
plified by Mr. R oosevelt'! declaration of 
' need for broader federal powers. 


Members of the court undoubtedly ere 
acutely conscious of their position as a re­ 
sult of this type of keen expectancy. Fortu­ 
nately, they are privileged to arrive 
at 
their conclusions without the handicap of 
Intensive publicity. They, them selves, do 
not know what they will do. They daclde 
cases on their merits a* precented, not 
on Inflexible principles. On the whole it 
would be helpful lf th* country were to free 
Its mind Af legislative and constitutional 
- worries until they become again the un­ 
avoidable questions of th* day. A 
few 
months of relaxation 
may 
halp worried 
cit Irens to view their real and imaginary 
problems more calmly. 


Good Intention* 
A report presented to congress by the 
V . S. Cham ber of Commerce recom m ending 
certain practical econom ies w hich could be 
m ade in the operation of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent has received less atten tio n than 
It deserves. One is rem inded of the old 
saying about the w eather—-everybody talks 
about it, but no one does anything. 


U. S. C ham ber of Com merce iuveatlga- 
tora revealed certain things th at could be 
done. For inatance, by reducing th* am ount 
of credit available to disbursing agencies, 
estim ated to be 1700,000,000 in excess of 
their needs approxim ately $18,000,000 could 
be eaved in Interest. 


A nother m ethod of saving 
recom m ended 
by the investigators would be to realisation 
of unneeded assets of federal corporations 
and agencies. T here ar* more than 30 such 
agencies which had an excess of assets 
over liabilities of $3,322,000,000 a t the clos* 
of the lest fiscal year. Th* Investigators 
claim ed th at at least one-tenth of the excess 
could be removed w ithout hardship before 
th e end of the present fiscal year. 


A ppropriations for relief, the report points 
out, offer the best opportunity for savings. 
On the ground that no more money should 
be spent for relief this year than was spent 
lest year, the investigators argued th at a 
savings of at le^st $500,000,000 Is possible. 
A further saving of approxim ately $200,- 
000,000 could be m ade by strict p u rsu a n c e 
of the policy of 
turning 
unem ployables 
back to the states. 


These savings and others, according to 
the Ch.imber of Commerce, would m ake a 
total of $l.«t0,fl00,000. That is six tim ee 
the amount of th* m ost liberal estim ates 
of revenue from the new tax bill. 
The who e thing resolves itself into a 
question of Intentions in the light of the 
Chamber r>* Com m erce's analysis. 
If the 
government were interested in 
economy, 
there would be economy. T he budget could 
be balanced if the adm inistration really 
w anted to balance it. A pparently, it* in­ 
tentions do not run in that direction, which 
Illustrates 
ivldly the reason why the pub­ 
lic is alarm ed. It Is less afraid of the de­ 
ficit today than of the possible deficit in 
th e future under a spending policy which, 
apparently, is not going to be term inated. 


the new tax program the governm ent would 
take $58,000,000 of th at sum had it been sub- 
Ject to estate taxation. Under the present 
gift tax schedule, 
the 
governm ent 
gets 
$30,000,000. Thus, Mr. Rockefeller excluded

Im position of heavy taxes encourage* tax 
evasion. Possessors of great wealth ar# no 
differen t from men of ordinary m eans in 
th is respect, with the exception th at they 
have access to expert advice.

th eir holdings against what they nee as con­ 
fiscation, they turn naturally to w hatever 
loopholes can be found in the law. They 
see no g r e a te r obligation to pay w hat they* 
can avoid paying than the < Hixon who take* 
th# lim it of exem ptions In m aking out his 
Income tax. 


T axation m ust be considered alw ays in 
Its relation to effect on th# 
whole struc­ 
tu re of a nation’s ecf>nomy. The new tax 
bill's failure to embody this a d /istm en t Is 
H ts gravest fault. It promises 
a 
certain 
am ount of revenue and a certain social ef­ 
fect, deem ed desirable by the xealous school 
of w ealth distributors 
It I* not, however, 
keyed to the 
operations 
of 
capitalism — 
whose basis, now a* always, Is the oppor­ 
tunity to use capital to create increased 
earnings. The reform 
Impulse 
has 
been 
given a free rein at the expense of the ac­ 
tual operation of th* national economy.

CHILDREN 
ARE

scolded or otherwise punished for 
heinie Inattentive. 
Sometimes 
a 
child la subjected to unnecessary 
discipline because of 
what the 
doctors call a “habit spasm.“ This 
may take the form of blinking or 
•’hafting" of the eyes or twltchlue 
of the face, shoulders or other 
parts of the body. 
Such disturbance* may be due to 
defects of vision, adenoids or en­ 
larged tonsils. 
Often th* underly­ 
ing cause of abnormal movements 
of the muscle* 
of 
the body In 
young children Is found In "cho­ 
ree,” usually called 
“St. 
Vitus 
dance.” 
Chorea affects children bt tween 
the a«e* of five and fifteen years. 
It is more often seen In girl* than 
boys. Nervous strain of the unde­ 
veloped school-child la an Import­ 
ant factor In the production of this 
nervous disorder. 
Determine Cause 
All teachers, aa well as parents, 
should he familiar with the signs 
of chorea, lf the child actually has 
this die ease It Is wise to take him 
from school. 
But first It should be 
made certain that the twitching 
I* not merely a habit spasm what 
the doctors call a "tic." Children 
with habit spasms, except In se­ 
ver* ca***, ar* rar*ly benefited by 
dropping out of school. In s pro­ 
nounced case It may be necessary 
to leave school for a abort time. 
The young sufferer from chorea 
la usually of th* nervous and high­ 
ly Irritable type. He may he bright 
and ambitious, hut Is backward 
In 
physical development, 
Not In­ 
frequently 
the 
disease 
follows 
scute rheumatism. 
The condition 
of the child should he brought to 
the attention of a physician when 
the symptoms first appear. Delay 
Hi not without danger of serious 
complications. 
Although muscles of 
the body 
may he Involved 
the 
spaaomdic 
twitching* 
so 
characteristic 
of 
chorea are most marked In th* 
face and head. 
The 
trunk and 
arm s are also 
affected, 
causing 
the child to make frequent aimless 
movements, in the more advanced 
form of the disease the twitching! 
are constant and uncontrollable. 
Difficulty In Speech 
A child with chorea often has 
difficulty In his speech. 
Unless 
the young sufferer speaks slowly 
It may be hard to understand him. 
Usually the victim is subject to 
sore throat and colds. He Is likely 
to be extremely susrept.ble to the 
ordinary diseases of childhood. 
Complete rest in bed la the most 
beneficial form of treatm ent for 
this disease. This should he con 
tinned for a period 
of 
at least 
three months. In many Instance!) 
it is the only wsy of preventing 
heart disease and other serious 
complications. 
It is important 
to 
keep 
the 
child with chorea from becoming 
excited or over tired st any time 
He needs quiet and rest. In add! 
Mon. special tonics as well as nour 
ishlng food should he given. Medi 
cation should be under the super 
vision of a physician.

One of these early cabinet mak­ 
ers was the late Isaac Knowies, 
who, with Isaac Harvey, started 
what later became the Knowles, 
Taylor A Knowles pottery here. He 
was a capable workman in the turn­ 
ing out of cabinets and article* of 
furniture, it is recalled. 
A stand, 
which he made, was long In pos­ 
session of Henry 8. Goodwin and 
later given ot Mrs. Will L. Taylor, 
whose husband was a grandson of 
Isaac W. Know!**. 
Another of

makers in East. Liverpool was the 
late Joseph Webber, Mr. Goodwin's 
father-in-law. 
He also made many 
pieces of furniture in his shop 
which was located at the rear of 
his home In East Third street In 
Church alley. 
One of these pieces, 
a dresser ha* been In possenslon of 
Mr. Goodwin for many years. This 
bureau was used long ago In the 
home of the late Enoch Bradshaw, 
father of Eugene Bradshaw who 
lived on the site now occupied by 
th* 
Carnegie library. 
After the 
passing of Mr. and Mrs. Enoch 
Bradshaw the dresser was given 
to Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin because 
of their relstlonship to the man 
who had made it. 
Members of the 
Goodwin and 
Bradshaw families were among the 
pioneers in the East Liverpool dis­ 
trict. Mr. Goodwin's father, John 
Goodwin came to East Liverpool 
nearly IOO years ago and was one 
of the first pottery m anufacturers 
in the district. Enoch Bradshaw 
came to the United States from 
England when a young man 
and 
engaged In farming 
on ground 
which Is now a part of East Liver­ 
pool. Mr. Goodwin recently recall­ 
ed that his lather John Goodwin 
and Enoch Bradshaw opposed each 
other for mayor during the early 
days of the city then a 
village 
Both of them later served as the 
town s chief executives snd becsme 
friends.
